Sentenced to One Year In the Pcul. 
teutlary For Cuttlnir His Wife's' 
Throat— Other Court News. 

Leo Price, a colored boy about 23 
years of age, was sentenced to one 
year in the penitentiary yesterday af- 
ternoon for cutting and wounding 
with Intent to kill. Price was accused 
ot cutting his wife's throat last fall. 

The trouble originated over a sec- 
ond woman, whom Price had gone to 
see. The Green-Kycd Monster im- 
mediately took possession of his Wife, 
who engaged In a fight with the wo- 
man. Price cut his wife with a knife, 
which It was alleged that his mother 
had handed htm. Price was arrested, 
together with his mother, who was 
held as being an accessory, but who 
was later released. 

Price's wife did not appear before 
him yesterday, but he was convicted 
without her testimony. He was rep- 
resented by H. C. Curran. 

In the case of Florence Barnett's 
administrator against Dr. Leslla 
Drand, the plaintiff appealed to the 
Court of Appeals. 

Mrs. Sarah Roser wus given a judg- 
ment against the Moerllne Brewing 
Co., in the sum of $100 for failure to 
make repairs on the part of the de- 
fendant in a piece of property it trad 
rented from the plaintiff. The plain- 
tiff was given nothing on the rent 
Motion for a new trial was immedi- 
ately filed. 

Judge Newell drew the names of 24 
persons from the wheel for the next 
Grand Jury and 36 names for the petit 
Jury. 

John Breckenrldge. charged with 
having liquor In his possession for the 
purpose of sale, was tried before n 
Jury, which after some deliberation, 
adjudged him guilty of the offense 
charged, and placed his punishment 
at a $75 fine and 25 days In jail. This 
closed the jury trials for this term of 
court. 

Immediately preceding the Brecken- 
rldge trial, which was the final jury 
case of the term, Judge Newell, in ad- 
dressing the Jury before dismissal, 
said he wished to express tits appre- 
ciation of the very active interest 
taken during the term, and that in all 
his Judicial career, both in this dis- 
trict and in other parts of the slate, 
ho had not found a more satisfactory 
Jury. This Is the first jury for many 
terms of court in which there was not 
one or more hung cases. The jury was 
composed of some of the best busi- 
ness men in the county and at no 
time did they take over half an hour 
in their deliberations, exceeding the 
Pete Faulkner case, which occupied 
several hours. 

The following men were given jail 
and penitentiary sentences during this 
term of court: 

Russell Batis, Alais Gillman, carry- 
ing concealed a deadly weapon, $50 
and ten days in jail. 

Pete Faulkner, murder, three years 
In penitentiary. 

William Brcckenridge, murder, not 
less than 5 nor more than 15 years in 
penitentiary. 

Trueman Poe, $75 and ten dayB in 
jail. 

Robert Beckett, breaking store- 
house, to Reform School. 

Robert Crawford, houseburnlng, one 
year In penitentiary. 

Wesley Osborne, houseburnlng, six 
yoars in penitentiary. 

Reason Ballard, carrying concealed 
a deadly weapon, $50 and ten days In 
jail. 

Albert Foster, obtaining money un- 
der false pretenses, one year in peni- 
tentiary. 

Allen Fletcher, converting property 
la possession of common carrier to 
hie own use, jail sentence. 

This leaves only two prisoners in 
the county jail to be tried before the 
Circuit Court, Charles and Edward 
Nagle, who have been held over to 
the next Grand Jury.

U. 8. RECOGNIZED AS HEW ENEMY 

Amsterdam, via London, May 2— 
Gorman RolcluUa resumed Its Me- 
llon today. The preeldent of the 
chamber, Dr. Jobaunce Kaempf, In bla 
opening uddrcBH, speaking of the enry 
of the United States Into the war, 
eald a now and mighty opponent had 
Joined the ranks of Qermany'a ene- 
mies, l'resldont Wlleon in a, messago 
to Congress on April 2, re declared, 
said ho was waging war agalnat Ger- 
mane In tho Interests of mankind and 
on tho ground of justice. 

"Tho dcrman people roeo In August, 
11)14, as ono man and still fights unlay 
to defend Its freedom, Independence 
and life. I'rcBldent Wilson says he 
has no quarrel with the German peo- 
ple for whom ho only entertains sym- 
pathy and friendship. 

"President Wilson desired by bis 
niesBnge to sow discord in Germany. 
As president of the German Reich- 
stag, which is elected on tho froest 
franchise in the world, T declare ; hat 
this effort will come to naught; .hat 
It will have no influence on the com- 
mon sense of our people and that 
President WIIboii will bite granite."

l'otrograd, May 1 (Via London)— 
The Russian capital today Inaugurated 
its llrst May Day fete without fear of 
opposition from any reactionary quar- 
ter.

Washington, May 2 — Persistent up 
ward revision of the tentative draft of 
tho war revenue bill by the House 
Ways and Means Committee brought 
tho total today to be raised up to ap- 
proximately $1,650,000,000 or within 
$165,000,000 of the amount originally 
suggested by Secretary McAdoo and 
refused by a sub-committee. 
• Plans now are to raise the remain- 
ing $165,000,000 through consumption 
taxes, if necessary or, as a last reBort, 
by tariff changes. Agreement has 
been reached to discuss proposed tar- 
iff increases after all questions have 
been disposed of. Hope now exists 
that the committee can agree on many 
tariff changes without stirring up a 
partisan fight. 

Partisanship has entirely disappear 
ed In the discussion and in some of 
the bitterest arguments Democrats 
have been arrayed against Democrats 
and Republicans against Republicans. 

Discussions today centered largely 
about the excess profit tax and de- 
veloped the old alignment of those 
who desire to make individual income 
taxes pay most of the 'burden, reliev- 
ing business of it, and others, Includ- 
ing Representative Fordney, of Mich- 
igan, who is unalterably opposed to 
advancing Income taxes further. The 
subcommittee's excess profit tax sec 
tion would double the present rate. 

Proposed taxes on wine and cigars 
also were discussed today. A few 
minor changes were made in the pro- 
posed cigar rate.

which deal in futures. He had it sent 
to the table for later consideration. 

Pood Conscription Urged 

Scnutor Borah predicted a WOrJd 
famine if the war lasts two years and 
if extraordinary and sustained efforts 
are not made here to meet the food 
problem. He attacked the packers, 
declaring they made enormous prof- 
its and said speculation and monop- 
oly in foodstuffs made millions' for 
those who were responsible and made 
peons of the people". He favored 
conscription of food and government 
possession of the packing companies. 
Food speculation, he said, should not 
be ended until the speculators "are 
put in stripes behind the bars." 

Senator Nelson suggested thai if 
some of the "statesmen concerned 
about this situation" ' would go to 
Minnesota and assure the fanner of 
good climatic conditions, the wheat 
crop there would take care of the it- 
self. Senator McCumber said the na- 
tion should have a wheat sruplus this 
year of more than 200,000.000 bushels 
after feeding itself and providing toi 
seeding.
